Modesto - Is SILENT to facilitate the move to San Francisco, expected to be 
completed in 2007. The Modesto facility will eventually return to the air as 
KMPH on 840 kHz, using the former KTRB studios and 860 transmitter site. 
Interesting note: The KTRB San Francisco installation will have two sites. 
The nighttime site is located where no commercial power is available so it 
will be powered 100% by diesel generators. 

Honolulu - Still no official word on their move to 880 kHz, although we have 
seen two reports (in other publications) of hearing them testing on the new 
frequency. Whether or not that info is true, we can’t say. But a Hawaiian 
DxXer says he has heard nothing on 880.
